MISSION STATEMENT 


Anthology of Recorded Music, Inc. is a 503(c) (3) educational foundation that includes New World 
Records, New World/Composers Recordings (formerly Composers Recordings, Inc./CRI) and DRAM 
(formerly The Database of Recorded American Music). The company was incorporated in 1975 as 
Recorded Anthology of American Music, Inc. 

Since 1975, New World Records has been dedicated to recording important American composers 
and artists that have been neglected by the larger, for-profit recording companies. The company was 
originally created to serve public and university libraries, and cultural institutions. Since 1981, record- 
ings have been available to the general public. The catalog now includes more than 400 acclaimed 
recordings that are available as CDs, streams and downloads, along with scholarly annotations. The 
company maintains a strict non-deletion policy for all its projects. 

New World was the first foundation dedicated to recording American music. As of 2012, the com- 
pany remains the only non-profit label documenting American music not otherwise available to stu- 
dents, faculty, researchers and individuals. 

In 2006, the assets of the former Composers Recordings, Inc. (CRI) were transferred to New 
World by the New York State Attorney General's office. New World is actively preserving the rich legacy 
of this historic label, and offering reissues, streams and downloads of its catalog of contemporary 
works. 

DRAM is a digital library for colleges and universities of recordings of important American and 
international repertoire. By circulating music and scholarly materials not otherwise accessible to stu- 
dents and researchers, DRAM augments the existing collections of music libraries at relatively low cost. 
Source materials include CDs, LPs, broadcast tapes and archival recordings. The highest audio and 
preservation standards are adhered to. 

As of 2012, much of the DRAM collection comes from the New World and Composers 
Recordings catalogs. Other partners include Albany Records, Artifact Recordings, Cedille Records, 
Cold Blue Music, Deep Listening, Frog Peak Music, Lovely Music, Mode Records, Mutable Music, 
Pogus Productions, and XI.
